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OBERT KEATING DAVIS, who ended his own life in 
a fit of despondency as the result of illness and physi-

He had probably as wide an acquaintance as any 
man if the city, largely owing to his gift for organizing and 
directing effort. He had to his credit the establishment of 
numerous activities, not the least of which was the Detroit 
Automobile Dealers’ Association, of which he was a valued 
founder and the first secretary.

jality. For many years he was the close associate of Alex. I. 
| McLeod, who was one of the organizers of the company that 
‘made the Maxwell-Briscoe-McLeod Company, that later be- 
jcame the Maxwell Motor Car Company, finally merged into 
|the Chrysler organization. 
) During the World War he was a special agent in Detroit 
jin charge of the draft. His talent for organization was 
‘never shown to better advantage than here, for he revamped 
the methods used in seeking out, classifying and drafting 
|men into the military service of the country, and put the 
whole matter on a sound and efficient basis. 
| __ In 1920 he was prominent in the organization of the 
\C ivilian Police Reserve, a body of men that was of outstand- 
|ing importance in combating the crime wave that at that 
time swept Detroit. 

Born in Bridgeport, Conn., September 2, 1881, he came 
to Detroit early and spent his active life here. He was a 
member of many of the city’s clubs and forward in all com- 
munity activities. He leaves many friends to laud his accom- 
plishments and to deplore the rash act by which he entered 
his protest against the insoluble mystery of life and its dif- 
ficulties. The funeral services were very largely attended,

TRAVEL BY CAR 


Great Migration Seen 
For This Summer 
By R. H. Grant 


ETROIT, March 31.— 
The nation’s greatest mi- 
gration is to be made this 
summer. 


According to figures furnished 


R. H. Grant, general sales manager 
of the Chevrolet Motor Company, 
by officials of the American Auto- 
mobile Association, before the close 
of 1927, 40,000,000 people—a third 
of the country’s population—will 
travel by motor car, Their wheeled 
flight over highways and byway 
mountains and plains, constitute 
the most colossal peace-time move 
ment in the history of mankind. 

These vast caravanseries will us 
between 9,900,000 and 10,000,00 
automobiles in their wanderings- 
almost half the passenger cars i 
use in the nation. These figure 
are based on the situation whic 
prevailed in 1926. 

All indications point to an in 
crease of about 10 per cent. in th 
number of tourists and the numbe 
of automobiles. The summer o 
1926 found 36,000,000 people tak 
ing to the highways in approxi 
mately 9,000,000 automobiles. 

A vast amount of money will 
be spent by the traveling hosts 
to enrich the tnnumcrable cities 
and towns and the millions of 
stay-at-home servitors that cater 

to road-side wants. The travelers 
will spend at least three and a 
third billion dollars—a tremen- 
dous factor in the increased pros- 
perity of thousands. of communi- 
ties throughout the nation. 

Of the total of ten million cars 
which will be on the road, three 
and aé_ third millions will carry 
camping equipment and tour for an 
average of thirty-three days each. 
The other two-thirds will patronize 
hotels and will spend an average 
of ten days on tour. For the canvas 
brigade the daily expenditure is 
estimated at $10 per car or $33,- 
333,000 daily for them all, which 
in thirty-three days will total nearly 
$1,100,000,000. The hotel tourists 
will find their expenses running 
about even with the camping co- 
horts, although touring about only 
one-third as long, and will spend 
approximately $2,200,000,000. At 
the most conservative estimate it 
is safe to assume that the resorts, 
hotels, garages, filling stations and 
other agencies catering to motor 
travel will benefit to the extent of 
at least $3,300,000,000 from this 
year’s mighty host of motor vaca 
tionists.

MARCH BUSINESS — 
SLOWER IN TEXAS 


Automotive Industry 
Drops Slightly in 
All Lines 


Dallas, Tex., March 31 (U0. 
T. P. S.)\—The automotive busi- 
ness in Texas and parts of ad- 
joining states slumped in March, 
reports from dealers and jobbers 
said. The only places where the 
automobile sales‘ held their own 
were those where dealers’ shows 
stimulated interest locally. 


The actual retail sales of all new 
cars were some 4 per cent. less 
than for February and about 6 per 
cent. less than for March a year 
ago. Chevrolet, Essex and Dodge 
were about the only makes showing 
gains. Ford suffered a decided 
slump. But few of the medium- 
priced cars were holding their 
own. 

Retailers were not inclined to 
carry heavier stocks than they had 
to. Jobbers believed the trade 
would soon be hitting on ali six. 

The used car stocks were heavy 
and the prices lower. Practically 
al] retailers of new cars were re- 
conditioning used cars before offer- 
ing them for sale. The recondi- 
tioning kept shops going and new 
accessories and parts offered 
some chance to make a profit. In 
many places dealers have joined in 
staging “‘usee car sales weeks” dur- 
ing which their best bets were ad- 
vertised heavily. 

The part equipment, tires, ac- 
and repair business was 
good, especially the repair busi- 
ness.

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Massachusetts Refens io Tinker 
HILE the Massachusetts universal insurance law has 
only been in effect three months, some dissatisfaction | 

has already arisen regarding the workings of the statute. 
In the Legislature last week there was introduced a bill 
which would change the law to make coverage uniform 
throughout the state. At the present time there are three 
zones, and car owners in the heavily populated districts pay 
more than those living in the rural areas. 

It seems that urban car owners have not been altogether 
happy regarding this situation, and last week Representative 
La Breque of Quincy offered a bill which would make the 
compulsory coverage cost the same whether the car owner 
lived in Boston or in the back blocks. The Legislature re- 
fused to pass this bill. 

Another legislator then offered a bill which provided | , 
that a flat sum be turned over to the st: whe by every car owner 
and that damages must be paid out of this fund by the state 
authorities. This bill also failed of passage. 

The real point lies in the fact that there are wide dif- 

erences of opinion as to the success of compulsory insurance 
and the equity of it in the one pron that is actually trying 
out the plan. Until this idea has had a real chance to demon- 
strate its value or lack of it and until the various kinks in 
the law have had a chance to be ironed out under the test 
of actual experience, how foolish any other state would be 
to jump into this type of legislation.

Electrical Cross-Licensing 
OLLOWING the excellent example set by the automobile 
industry, the National Electrical Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation, which comprises makers of electrical equipment for 
automotive uses, is going to adopt a similar licensing system 
among its members. 

In the automobile industry this method of licensing all 
members of the National Automobile Chamber of Commerce 
to use the patents held by other members has saved infinite 
annoyance and expense that would have been induced by gen- 
eral patent litigation. 

It is obvious that in the electrical manufacturing busi- 
ness there is almost endless opportunity for patent suits. 
How much these have cost manufacturers in the past can 
only be guessed at, but the sum must be prodigious. This 
new plan of co-operation will save members more money in 
the course of a single year than they ever could hope to win 
in a hundred suits. 


Practical ‘Inquisitiveness 


S a general thing inquisitiveness is the gift of the young. 

» As aman reaches middle life, he is usually content to 

take things as he finds them and to settle back to the enjoy- 
ment of what his labor has brought him.
